While the Western Association's Committee on 
Purity and Promotion of Consumption, appointed at 
the Columbus convention, may succeed in greatly in- 
creasing exports of canned vegetables from the Unit- 
ed States, at the present time they are quite small 
as compared with our exports of canned fruits, which 
go principally to the United Kingdom. For instance, 
there were exported from the United States during 
1904 canned fruits to the value of $2,494,826, as com- 
pared with exportations of canned vegetables valued 
at $570,033-

Reviewing the current business situation, the week- 
ly trade review of Dun’s Commercial Agency says in 
part: “Weather conditions still dominate the trade 
situation. Low temperature and deep snow have in- 
terfered with traffic and checked the revival of busi- 
ness that was well under way in most sections of the 
country. Retail! distribution is not maintained and 
the deleterious effects are visible in all outdoor work, 
while interruption to movement of freight has affect- 
ed manufacturing to some extent. Prices of staple 
commodities at the exchanges were advanced by the 
restricted receipts at primary markets.” Bradstreet’s 
review of business conditions states: “The iron and 
steel situation is, if anything, stronger.” Regarding 
trade in the territory tributary to the Chicago mar- 
ket, Dun’s weekly report makes this comment: “Busi- 
ness activity derived more stimulus from the im- 
proved weather in the last few days, and a close ap- 
proach to normal conditions has brought recovery in 
distributive lines, but the adverse effects of recent 
storms and unusual temperatures are seen in further 
lessened marketing of farm products, and coal fam- 
ines at various interior points. Green and live stock 
receipts make an unfavorable exhibit, and, although 
there was much general. freight and passenger carry- 
ing, railroad earnings present a smalier percentage of 
gain. These drawbacks, however, now are rapidly 
being remedied, and it is reassuring that the snow- 
fall provided ample protection to growing crops, the 
position of wheat and rye being reported good. The 
demand for groceries and collateral lines was steady.”

plain the point I have in view. The manufacturers of 


7 country have their representatives in every city 


where there is a jobber or distributor, and periodical!) 
they send to these representé itives samples of the goods 


they are then manufacturing. Those samples are 
valueless, as they simply represent the goods that are 
manufactured and nothing else. They are cut open 
and shown to the jobber for inspection, and the minute 
this is done they become valueless. For instance, a 
can of tomatoes on to-day’s market would be worth 
six cents at the factory. To send it to a jobber within 
a radius of one hundred miles costs twenty-five cents 
or four times the value of the can and contents. 
Thus it has cost the manufacturer four times the value 
of the goods to get them before a possible buyer. In 
cases where, say, half a dozen samples are sent, of 
course the charges are proportionately somewhat less, 
but still largely in excess of the value of the goods. 

“The theory of all trade associations is that Sena- 
Platt, President of the United States Ex- 
is the power behind the throne that 
keeps those freight rates on what they call a “level.” 
All the various express companies charge the same 
rates, which we know could not very well be the case 
unless there was some understanding among them as 
to rates. In the east, local managers of the express 
companies have taken the matter up in some instances, 
but when they go higher the whole thing is pigeon- 
holed and nothing more is heard of it. 

“Mr. C. W. Post, of Battle Creek, Michigan, is in 
Washington this week, and has presented a petition 
to the United States Senate to oust Senator Platt from 
their body because of his dual position. He is presi- 
dent of the United States Express Company, as I have 
before stated, and he is also chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Freight Rates, and all bills looking to any reg- 
ulation of the business of express companies come to 
Senator Platt, who seems to be unable, in dealing with 
them, to do so as an official of the government, re- 
gardless of his connection with the United States Ex- 
press Company. Mr. Platt, I am told—I did not hear 
him make the statement—has said that he would op- 
pose any bill that affected the interests of the United 
States Express Company.

“Failing to get any reduction in expressage rates on 
samples, it is the intention of all of the trade associ- 
ations, taking Mr. Post’s action as a cue, to enlist the 
sympathies of the Congressmen from all the various 
districts. If we can get our local Congressmen inter- 
ested in the parcels post, we feel that after a while 
we will accomplish something. 

‘The tendency, as you will see, from perusing the 
newspapers, is to have a system somewhat similar to 
that of Europe and Great Britain, where it is possible 
to send by mail a limited number of pounds (six 
pounds in the United Kingdom and four pounds on 
the continent). For example, I bought a pair of boots 


in London, weighing over seven pounds. ‘This being 
over the weight limit for one package, they were 
mailed in two separate packages, and the expense of 
delivering them on the steamer was only thirty-five 
cents. The same service here would have cost me 
about a dollar and twenty-five cents for express 
charges.

\dvices from Portland, Ore., state that a delegation 
of fishtrapmen of Puget sound appeared before the 
l‘isheries Committee of the lower branch of the Ore- 
gon legislature recently to urge favorable action .upon 
a bill designating The close season as 
desired by the representatives of the fishing industry 
affects the taking only of sockeyes. They want a 
six weeks’ prohibitory between July to and 
\ugust 20 in the “off years.” They suggest that the 
ciosed season be tried during two “off years,” 1906 
and 1908.

Standards of Purity for Food Products. 

Circular No. 13 of the United States Department of 
Agriculture gives the food standards fixed to date. 
They are supplemental to the standards proclaimed in 
Circular No. 10, which Circular No. 13 supersedes. 
The standards relate to animal products, milk and its 
products, grains and meals, sugar and related sub- 
stances, spices, salt, tea, coffee, flavoring extracts, 
cocoa and cocoa products, wine and vinegar. Stand- 
ards for fruits and vegetables, fruit juices—fresh, 
sweet and fermented—preservatives and coloring mat- 
fers are in course of preparation. 





American Exports to Cuba. 

exports from the United States to Cuba in the cal- 
endar year 1904, the first year under the new reciproc- 
ity treaty, were larger than in any earlier year in the 
history of our trade with that island, and were 38.9 
per cent in excess of those of the immediately preced- 
ing year. Practically every article of importance ex- 
ported to Cuba showed an increase in 1904 compared 
with 1903, and in the few articles showing a decrease 
the reduction in value was, in some cases at least, due 
to lower prices, while quantities were greater than 
those of the preceding year. Flour, cattle, lard, lum- 
ber, coal, boots and shoes, corn, cotton cloths, mir- 
eral oils, and furniture, in the order here stated, form 
the largest items in the exports to the island during 
the vear.

The position of the spot c rm market is unaltered. 
It can hardly be said that the feeling on 1904 packing 
corn is weaker since THe CANNER’s last report; cer- 
tainly there has been no improvement. Standard spot 
of ordinary and cheap quality is being pressed on the 
market in goodly quantities, consequently prices are 
held down. Sales of western futures continue slow, 
though since prices on the pack of 1905 were first an- 
nounced they have aggregated a considerable business. 
Nevertheless the total is much smaller than had been 
reached by the last week in February of last year. 
Maine futures have sold freely. 

Tomatoes. 

The feeling on tomatoes is stronger and an evident 
fact that preparations for the coming pack are not be- 
ing made on a scale equal to a year ago. Tomato 
packers in all parts of the country, both East and West, 
show their discouragement, hence operations in the sea- 
son of 1905 will be more or less curtailed, which will 
necessarily result in strengthening the situation and 
bettering values. Concerning tomatoes, a private ad- 
vice from a thoroughly reliable source in Baltimore 

“T am no, afraid that if packers continue to 
press sales we are likely to see a reaction. It does 
seem strange that the demand cannot be raised and 
kept up. The packers seem to have lost their back- 
bone.” The same authority adds to the foregoing 
comment this statement: “There is very little change 
to report in the balance of the lines of canned gocds, 
with the exception of an easier market on corn and a 
firm market on sweet potatoes. Other descriptions 
remain practically unchanged in the Baltimore market.”

California Fruit Outlook. 
Advices received during the past week indicate very 
favorable conditions for the coming fruit crop in Cali- 
fornia. The weather has been the best and, as nearly 


as can be foretold at this time, fruit crops will be gen- 
erally good throughout California in 1905. 
Tomatoes-- 

Tomatoes are somewhat stronger locally. Sales 
have been made this week at 65c¢ per doz., net cash, 
factory, or at 67’%c, net cash, Chicago. The majority 
of western packers are now holding No. 3 standards 
at 7oc per doz., delivered here. Future western to- 
matoes have been offered in the local market this week 
at a price said to be 67'%c per doz., f. o. b. factory, 
against 75c last year. Our information is that the 
amount of business done in 1905 packing at this price 
has been small so far. The figure is regarded as too 
low and as one which will exert an influence in keep- 
ing down (preventing improvement) in the value of 
spot goods, which seem to be working into a position 
where at least reasonably higher prices will before 
long materialize. Advices from New York are that 
fewer offerings of cheap tomatoes are being made. 
The feeling at Baltimore also is stronger. See our 
Baltimore correspondent’s letter for conditions pre- 
vailing there. 

Corn— 

Demand continues quiet, but there have been some 
sales of spot at prices ranging from 60c per doz., de- 
livered, down to 47%c. Prices obtainable depend 
strictly on the quality of the goods. Good or strictly 
standard corn wanted by jobbers for their private labels 
can be sold for around Goc, delivered. The very low- 
priced corn being sold in Chicago and other markets 
throughout the country is poor quality in every in- 
stance. No business in the 1905 pack of western corn 
is passing here. There have been some _ additional 
sales of Maine futures, but nothing has been done in 
western packs. New York reports indicate a quiet 
market for both spot and future corn. Spot at Balti- 
more continues weak, with some business, however, 
doing in next season’s pack. 

Peas— 

Peas are quiet in the Chicago market. There is ab- 
solutely nothing new to say either as regards old peas 
or 1905 packing, and reports from New York and 
Baltimcre are equally uninteresting. 

Fruits— 

The market on California canned fruit is practically 

unchanged since our last report. The situation on

After the first rush to cover their prospective a for 

uture Maine corn, there has come a lull. One of the large 
packing firms was sold up to their limit in forty-eight hours, 
ack others were not far behind. ‘This condition was note- 
because, when prices opened last season, as in the 
previous year, there was a great shortage. Although through- 
out the country at large there was, and is now, a large sur- 
plus of cheap corn, this condition did not affect the sale of 
Maine fancy as much as was expected, but that it did some- 
what in certain sections there is no doubt. 

lhe sale of Maine corn has been affected also by the way 
in which certain buyers work, by getting up a large run 
of customers on their own labels, the corn first being packed 
in Maine, and afterwards substituting inferior stock from 
other sections. I am quite sure that this practice has in- 
creased to an alarming extent. 

I have no means of knowing exactly, but I should say, 
from the present indications, that a conservative estimate 
wculd indicate that more than eighty per centum of the pos- 
sible output of future Maine fancy corn had been sold. Of 
this remaining twenty per centum, most of it is in the hands 
of the smaller packers. These canners put up a good many 
cases of corn and of the very best quality, but owing to 
the fact that they have always sold largely to other packers, 
or sold mostly for buyer’s labels, their names are not so well 

cwn, or advertised. It would be well for shrewd buyers 
to verily this. While nearly all the future Maine fancy corn 
brought 95c, Portland, or 92'%c factory, there is no doubt but 
that this figure has been shaded to a very slight extent in 
heavy blocks. I say, “no doubt,” but perhaps it would be 


as well to say “it is reported.” Rumor, however, is some-

times like “charity” in “covering a 
notice that, as a rule, there is but little said about Maine 
standard corn. Now, under this label, last year there were 
packed some goods that were as good as what in other 
states would be called fancy. 

lhe -resent condition of the corn market would indicate 
that many buyers will be looking over the prospects for fur- 
ther purchases soon. In fact, I have assurances to that ef- 
fect, but | know that up to this time some of the largest 
buyers have purchased none. There may be 1,000 to 2,000 
cases spot fancy corn from $1.00 to $1.10 f. o. b. Portland. 

Although the call decreases from year to year, I am going 
to predict that buyers, having neglected buying succotash 
and green lima beans, will repent it later. 

Nearly all the lobster packers who sell futures have with- 
drawn. The offers were closed in the shortest time in the 
history of the trade. After packing, no doubt, there will

In my judgment, the tomato mar- 
ket is in excellent shape for an advance, and those packers 
who show some backbone now are likely to reap a benefit a 
little later on. One good feature about the present buying is 
that there is an entire absence of any speculative features. 
The orders that are coming into this market at this time are 
mainty from the north, east and middle west, as well as from 
the south, and it is a rare occasion for an order to be larger 
than 1,000 cases. This shows that the buyers are taking hold 
for their actual wants only and following the hand to mouth 
policy they have been doing for several months. With the 
near opening of lake and rail navigation there is a certainty of 
an active demand coming from the far west, and it is only 
reasonable to suppose that when this demand sets in there will 
be a decided improvement in the market. The continued cold 
weather which is prevalent all over the country is just the 
kind of weather to help along the consumption of canned 
goods. Besides this, complaints are numerous from the south 
that vegetation is very backward in those states that largely 
supply the eastern markets with carly vegetables. This will 
naturally help to increase the consumption of canned goods. 

Gallon tomatoes are a little weaker, but the range of quota- 
tions is quite large. Some so called standard are offered at as 
low a figure as $1.70 per dozen f. o. b. country factories. 
These goods, however, would provably fall short in quality. 
The market in Baltimore for genuine gallon standards is from 
$1.85 to $1.95. The strong market for No. 2 tomatoes still 
continues, and a 50c price for No. 2 standards is within sight. 
There are very few now to be had at 47%c. The incongruity 
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of this situation can readily be seen by comparing the market 
on No. 2 and No. 3. There should be a difference of from 15c 
to 17%c per dozen, basing calculations on the cost of the 
goods. There is absolutely nothing being done in future to 
matoes. At present the situation is a standoff between the 
packers and the jobbers, for neither of them seems to be 
anxious to do business on the present market price. 

Spot corn is a little easier and it is possible to buy Harford 
county style standard at as low a figure as 45c per dozen, f. o. 
b. country. Main style holds its own fairly well, although 
during the past week several lots of stand: irds (?) have made 
their appearance at from 52!2c to 55¢ per dozen. As a rule, 
however, the sellers of this corn say that it is just a little off 
in quality and therefore it is only safe to assume that when a 
seller does not claim what he offers to be standard, there is 
not one chance in a thousand that 2 buyer would accept it as 
standard. 

For several weeks I have called attention to the sweet pota- 
to situation. Prices continue to improve. The market to-day 
1s 75¢ ner dozen, f. o. b. country, and from 77%c to 8oc, f. 0. b. 

Zaltimore. This th went up to goc and O5¢ last year previous 
to packing season and a repetition seems to be one of the pos 
sibilities this year. Sweet potatoes are becoming more popu- 
lar every year and the demand invariably cleans up the supply 
so closely that not a case is carried over in first hands. Any 
packer who is located in a section of the country where sweet 
potatoes can be grown would do well to give attention to the 
packing of this article. 

Che demand for string beans and peas during the past week 
has been exceptionally good. The price to-day in Baltimore 
for No. 2 standard string beans is 52'4c per dozen, and if the 
reports are correct as to the light stocks, it is very likely that 
the market will advance to 57'2c or 60¢c. Notwithstz nding 
the fact that the de eee for peas has been much better, prices 
do not improve. This is doubtless due to the stocks being 
heavy. 

Considerable business continues to be done in future corn, 
but concessions in price have been made by the packers during 
the week. It is reported that some sales of wee Maine 
style have been made as low as 60c rer dozen, f. 0. b. country 
factories 

The demand for apples continues good and gallons par- 
ticularly maintain their strength. Peaches are also in better 
demand and there are no signs of any weakening on the part 
of the holders. Some oi the peach prophets have now made 
their appearance and are claiming that much damage has been 
done to the trees by the low temprature of the past few 
weeks, Personally I am of opinion that this is all guess work 
up to the present and that no one can actually tell what the 
condition is. 

The demand for the general lines of canned goods was con- 
siderably better during the past week than at any time since 
the first of the year. This demaiad will doubtless improve 
from now on up to the end of April. Prices, however, remain 
at about the same level as last quoted. 

There has been more interest shown on the part of the 
country packers in cans during the last few days, and a 
number of orders have been placed. If this increased de- 
mand continues the can market will stiffen up, although it 
is possible just at this time for packers to make some very 
advantageous deals from some of those can makers who 
bought their tin plate early. TARTAR.

In spite of uninterrupted efforts and the expendi- 
ture of much money it has been impossible to. get his fields 
in shape this season. The others will be unable to make up 
the deficiency caused by the inability of this canner to operate 
his canneries and will in every instance be obliged to make 
pro rata deliveries. Spot trading is light and all stocks jp 
hand are firmly held. Spot prices are: Oyster Bay, $375 
to $3.90; tips, $2.50 to $3.00; California standard, $2.7 
$3.00; extra, $3.25 to $4.00; I-pound tins, $2.75 = 
The tomato market is steadily working into better shape 
though the ratio of improvement from day to day appears 
relatively slight.

[hough no great snow falls have hampered traffic in this 
city during the past week, the effects of serious storms else- 
where have been felt and trade in dried fruits has suffered 
somewhat in consequence. There hasn’t been much of in- 
terest during the week beyond filling ordinary routine re- 
quirements. Occasionally a few inquiries from outside have 
been received indicating that there will be business later, 
but just when no one 1s able to predict. The market is 
steady to firm on most varieties, even though it is dragging. 
Holders appear to be fairly confident and in many instances 
expect to see an important revival in the near future. 


[alk of a possible advance of raisins on the coast has no 
Fah on trade here. It could not be learned that any 
increased buying resulted. ‘The movement is slow and the 
market is dragging on all sizes and all grades. There is 
no interest in the assertions that corporations are being 
formed to control all departments of the raisin industry on 
The impression here is that there is very little 
probability of their being carried out.

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Pure Food Work in Minnesota. 


\t the annual convention of the Minnesota State 


Retail Grocers’ Association, held last week, Geo. L. 
Dingman, who is connected with the Minnesota Food 
Commission, in the course of an address to the retail- 
us stated the following: 

“The beautifully colored and bright labeled bottles 
that have for years past adorned the grocers’ shelves 
containing what is known as tomato catsup, have, to 
4 very large extent, disappeared; and in their stead 
is found a more modest, but far healthier commodity 
that is in reality a tomato catsup. The ruling that 
barred coal tar coloring and all harmful preservatives 
from catsups worked a great transformation in this 
article of merchandise. A combination of tomatoes, 
turnips, pumpkins, etc., all highly spiced and preserv- 
ed, in many instances with salicylic acid, or boracic 
acid, and colored with a red coal tar coloring, was 
proceeded against vigorously by means of what is 
commonly known as the ‘Budd law,’ which prevents 
artificial coloring and usage of all harmful preserva- 
tives. A circular letter which was mailed to the cat- 
sup manufacturers of the country generally, together 
with the hearty co-operation of the wholesale and 
retail merchants, wrought the change. 

‘Do not understand me that all manufacturers 
readily complied with the law. The protests of many 
were loud and long. But a few prosecutions were 
necessary to convince this class that the law was 
really practical rather than ornamental, has resulted 
to the betterment of both consumer and seller. The 
public demanded the change and when the compara- 
tively harmless preservative, benzoate of soda, was 
permitted to be used to prevent fermentation after the 
hottle was opened, the manufacturer easily fell in line. 
North and South Dakota issued the same ruling as 
Minnesota, and at the same time, so that the large ter- 
ritory covered made the changed condition of great 
henefit to the jobbing trade. Our state jobbers helped 
in the work greatly, by exchanging much of the old 
stock in the dealers’ hands. But many outside job- 
hers, notably those from Chicago, were very slow in 
granting any concessions, and in many instances only 
when very strong measures were adopted by the retail- 
ers. Here let me point a moral: Stand by the jobbers 
of Minnesota.” 





Another Pea Viner Patent Decision. 

We have recently had occasion to inform the trade 
that both Judge Seaman of Wisconsin and Judge 
Bradford of Delaware had sustained one of the Chis- 
holm-Scott pea huller patents and held it infringed. 
On February 3, 1905, Judge Ray, of the Northern 
District of New York, in a suit of the Chisholm-Scott 
Co. vs. the Canastota Canning Co., filed an opinion on 
the same patent in which he again held it valid and in- 
fringed. This is now the third suit in favor of the 
Chisholms and Scott within the last month or two. 

An extended discussion of Judge Ray’s opinion is 
unnecessary. It will be remembered that the point at 
issue was whether a certain prior machine by a French 
woman, Madame Faure, worked by impact or abra- 
sion, the Chisholms having patented the impact meth- 
od. Judge Ray’s language on this point is so free of 
legal technicality that we merely reproduce it with- 
out further comment: 

“The Faure invention was not designed or intended 
to shell peas by impact. It was not constructed for 


such a purpose. It was intended to shell peas by 
abrasion and did. If any of the peas were shelled by 
impact such shelling in that mode was incidental and 
we might say accidental. The construction of the ma- 
chine prevented the shelling of any considerable quan- 
tity of the peas put in the machine by impact. It is of 
course true that Madam Faure was entitled to have 
her machine considered an invention for the shelling 
of peas by impact, if it shelled peas in that mode, even 
though she did not know the fact and supposed the 
shelling was dene by abrasion. The truth is that her 
machine was what she supposed it to be and was not 
a machine that operated to shell peas by impact as 
the defendant’s. ‘The construction of the ma- 
chines is different, the operation is different, the re- 
sults are different.”

Satisfactory Season of Columbia River Association. 


The report of the Columbia River Packers’ Asso- 
ciation on the results of the 1904 salmon canning sea- 
son on the Columbia river show that they were very 
satisfactory compared with canning operations on the 
Pacific coast generally. Fair profits were made. Ac- 
cording to the report, the artificial propagation of 
salmon in the Columbia river has been so satisfactory 
that good average packs have been possible during the 
past few years. The report indicates that, as a con- 
sequence of artificial propagation, the business of sal- 
mon canning on the Columbia river has been placed 
on a permanent paying basis. Preparations for the 
coming season are on a more extensive scale than in 
past years and a good pack is expected, particularly 
as the association’s facilities for catching and handling 
fish have been greatly increased. Opening prices on 
the 1905 pack will be, it is expected, about the same 
as those of last year. 





Will Study Pear Blight. 


Professor M. B. Waite, pathologist in charge of 
orchard fruits for the U. S. Agricultural Department, 
arrived in Sacramento last Tuesday for the purpose of 
consulting with State Horticultural Commissioner 
Ellwood Cooper as to some plan for co-operation in 
eradicating or controlling the pear blight in the apple 
and pear orchards of the state. Professor Waite does 
not come with the idea that the disease can be stamp- 
ed out in a short time. He expects to make a study 
of conditions in California and hopes that some ef- 
fective plan may be devised for controlling the blight. 
He has not yet determined as to the method of his 
investigations or where he will begin them.—Califor 
nia Fruit Grower. 





California Canned Fruit Situation. 


Coast conditions show only broken lines offering 
from first hands with no pressure to sell. Sales of 
California canned fruit in the East from second hands 
are being made at advanced figures. The prospective 
situation is the same in this line as in other fruit lines 
at this writing. Indications point to a good-sized crop 
of first quality fruit, with the prospect of new goods 
coming on an absolutely bare market. Manufacturing 
cost, however, will be higher this season than last.—

At the request and suggestion of our good friend, 
Mr. Walter M. Field, the father of this convention, 
| agree to write a paper on the subject of pure food. 
The subject is a very broad one and it is not my pur- 
yose to attempt to cover the entire field, but on the 
contrary, to confine this effort to the legislative feature 
of the question and not attempt to exhaust even that 
branch of the subject, but raise some points for your 
consideration. 

On the principle that it is best to prepare for the 
worst, this paper probably takes a more serious view 
of the situation than is justified. With laxity in the 
enforcement of the present pure food laws of the vari- 
ous states and speed in their amendment or re-enact- 
ment where necessary, our interests will not suffer ma- 
terially. On the other hand, a strict enforcement and 
tardy amendment will work disaster to our interests. 

One can hardly conceive that any manufacturer or 
preserver of food products would deliberately adulter- 
ate or drug his wares for profit to such an extent as to 
affect the public health, and yet, upon giving this 
matter serious consideration, we must admit there was 
something besides mere advertising that called the 
pure food show into existence ; something besides po- 
litical graft has been the occasion for the enactment 
of pure food regulations and the creation of pure food 
commissions in nearly, if not all, our states and terri- 
tories, not excepting our newly acquired insular pos- 
sessions. Much as it is to be regretted, the conclu- 
sion is forced upon us that there has been and is good 
ground for a pure food movement, and that it has 
come to stay. 

With the exception of preserves, jams, jellies and 
catsups, which represent but a very small proportion 
of the Coast pack and put up by not to exceed two 
or three of the canners represented here, it is safe to 
say that our canned goods could not be classed as 
“adulterated” under the broadest interpretation of 
that term. For that reason, we, canners of California, 
have been indifferent to this pure food movement, fig- 
uring that legislation which would retard, if not en- 
tirely stop, the use of adulterants, would be a benefit 
to our business. Why? Because it is our boast that 
we put nothing but pure California fruit and pure 
granulated sugar syrup into our table fruits. There- 
fore, no pure food law could affect us, except to our 
advantage, for the curtailment of impure foods would 
naturally increase the consumption of pure goods. But 
{et us look into this matter. California canners mar- 
ket less than ten per cent of their pack in their own 
state, hence they are vitally interested in anything ‘that 
affects interstate commerce. If the laws of the vari- 
ous states were equitable and uniform and equitably 
and uniformly enforced, it can be readily seen that 
no serious complication could result. But, on the 
other hand, it is equally apparent that what would 
appear to be a trifling detail to the average legislator 
might block the wheels of commerce, and if it did 
not actually deprive his constituents from using some 
of the food products to which they had been accus- 
tomed, it would at best needlessly increase the ex- 
pense to them of such products, e. g.: The laws of 
Wyoming require that all canned goods shall bear the 


date that same are packed. Our customers in every 
other state whose aes do not have the same require- 
ment embodied in them will object, if not positively 
refuse, to accept goods bearing the date. Result, if 
we want to trade in Wyoming, we must make a spe- 
cial pack. 

The pure fcod laws in the various states are to q 
large extent very similar, yet it is evident that the turn 
of a phrase or even mere punctuation might be an end- 
less source of trouble and expense, or we suffer the 
alternative of actual loss of business. While it may 
be considered an exaggerated statement, yet there js 
the possibility of our being obliged not only to make a 
special pack for every state in which we deal, but also 
to have different labels for every state to meet the 
varying requirements. 

We find the laws are not uniformly enforced. [py 
some states the laws might just as well be eliminated 
from the statutes, for they are practically dead, while 

others they are so interpreted and enforced that it 
might be reasonably termed persecution. 

My belief is that a food commissioner of one of our 
northern states is sincerely endeavoring to obtain pure 
food for the residents of his state and yet we have it 
from eminent legal authority that he is exceeding his 
power and not acting within the law. A broad inter- 
yretation of, or a ruling not strictly within, the law 
might be excused, but a gross injustice to manufactur- 
ers who have not been violators to the slightest extent 
is going too far and should be corrected, if possible, 
In every bulletin issued by this commissioner that has 
heen brought to my notice there is a long list of an- 
alvses of various food products, and among them some 
California canned table gruits and vegetables. These 
goods come under the head of “adulterated” and are 
advertised by this bulletin as “unfit for human food.” 
In every instance where California canned table fruits 
or vegetables are mentioned, they are said to contain 
cither boracic acid or borates, the inference being that 
such materials were used for the purpose of presery- 
ing the contents, and that same were injurious to 
health. 

\s it is not customary, entirely unnecessary and a 
needless expense for California canners to use any of 
the injurious agents for the preservation of their 
canned fruits and vegetables, as they rely absolutely 
on sterilization, it is obvious that such statements as 
have been published in the bulletins referred to must 
work an injury to us unjustly and only limited by the 
extent to which these bulletins are circulated. 

In the first bulletin which was brought to our atten- 
tion was an item stating that one of the association 
brands of tomatoes contained boracic acid. A thor- 
ough investigation was made with the following re- 
sults: Association records show that no boracic acid 
or borax in any form was bought, paid for or sent to 
any of our plants that season. The supe rintendent, 
foremen and forewomen of the plant from which the 
goods were shipped were ready to make a sworn state- 
ment that nothing but the product of the tomato vine 
went into our canned tomatoes. These facts were laid 
before the commissioner referred to with the request 
that he retract, which he promptly declined to do. 

These facts are related with the idea of indicating 
that food pow ne Rencan or chemists should work un- 
der regulations that will not protect them against an 
injustice done a manufacturer, as in this instance. | 
am confident that in every analysis of California table 
fruits or vegetables published in these bulletins, or bo- 
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rates or boracic acid were actually found, this element 
came into the product canned from the soil itself or in 
the water used in making syrups. 

In this connection a paragraph reading about as fol- 
lows is embodied in a great many oi the pure food 
laws: A sworn statement attached to a certificate of 
analysis by any properly authorized chemist shall be 
prima facie evidence in all courts of the facts therein 
stated. With the facts previously laid before you, you 
can readily see that this gives the food commissioner 
or chemist entirely too much power and places the 
manufacturer at the mercy of every unscrupulous or 
prejudiced chemist. 

The impression seems to prevail that the enactment 
of the national pure food law, now before Congress, 
will remedy al! these troubles, but that is erroneous. 
\ll this attempts to do is to prevent the introduction 
from foreign countries or from one state into another 
of goods which do not comply with national law. 
comply with this law and_ be 
shipped frem California into another state where the 
laws may be dissimilar, and once introduced into such 
a state the national law will not protect, but the shipper 
will have to deal with the laws of the state into which 
he ships. It is to be hoped that a national law which 
is reasonable and equitable will be passed and that the 
various states will speedily enact or amend their pres- 
ent laws to make them uniform with such a national 
law. Then, if the food commissioners of the various 
states will follow the policy of the national govern- 
inent in making laws effective, we can expect 
uniformity in their enforcement. 

The enactment of pure food laws has been solely in 
the interest and for the protection of the consumer. 
The dealer or manufacturer hes not, as a rule, an- 
alyzed these laws sufficiently to anything 
but the immediate effect on his business. Let us take 
that provision which is embodied in nearly all pure 
food laws, requiring that the name and address of the 
person, firm or corporation canning food products 
shall appear in certain sized type, also that the grade 
and quality shall be designated. The object of this 
is to prevent the consumer from being imposed upon 
in the matter of quality or grade and to prevent the 
canner from putting out goods in violation of the law, 
under a fictitious label. No pure food law would be 
worth the paper it was written on without some such 
provision, and such a provision would mean some im- 
every canner, but the ultimate result 
enforcement would be of inestimable 
solve one of the most serious prob- 
lems which confronts the canner to-day. 

It sheuld, then, be the purpose of all dealers in, 
manufacturers or preservers of food products, indi- 
vidually and collectively, to use their influence to the 
end that while the movement to protect the public 
health must not be opposed or retarded, in the enact- 
ment of pure food laws and the regulations which shall 
control pure food commissioners, their own rights 
shall not be lost sight of. 
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Report of Maine Fish Commissioner on Sardines. 


Fish Commissioner A. R. Nickerson of Maine in 
his report issued a few days since gives the total pack 
of sardines for the year 1904 on the Maine coast as 
(645,057 divided as follows: Washington 
county, 1,420,753 cases; Hancock, 100,312 cases; Lin-

coln, 92,402 cases, and Knox, 31,995 cases. There 
were 76 factories in operation, employing 7,803 hands. 
The value of the product is given as $5,067,708. 

In his report the commissioner says: ‘There has 
been some dispute by sardine packers as to the total 
pack of the season. Some of the packers think that 
too large a pack was reported by this department in 
1903. I have only to say in explanation that the war- 
dens obtain their information daily and monthly from 
the packers and report the same to me at the end of 
each month and if the packers report their packs ip- 
correctly they alone are responsible for any error, 

“During the vear 1903 and 1904 I have seen more 
than ever before the need of a change in our present 
laws which now do not allow herring taken in certain 
waters excepting in certain ways. Many days during 
this season, thousands of dollars might have come to 
the different counties if the law had allowed the her- 
ring to be taken when and wherever found. In Wash- 
ington and Hancock counties there has in the past been 
quite a general sentiment against the use of seines in 
the herring fishery, but this season has, I think, dem- 
onstrated to those who are connected with the herring 
fishery that they should have the same laws in the 
eastern counties west of the west shore of the Penob- 
scot river. 

“My opinion is that we cannot with any good results 
legislate to either lessen, increase or keep good the 
supply of herring on the coast. Take them whenever 
and wherever they are found. The great ocean is 
their home and any contrivance of man to catch 
them will not apparently lessen the quantity on our 
shores.”

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Acreage Prices in Different States. 

The great tomato canning section embraced by Ma- 
rvland, New Jersey and to a less extent by Delaware 
and Virginia, which turns out fully 50 per cent of the 
entire pack of the United States, seems to be the cen- 
ter of opposition on the part of canners to a mainte- 
nance of last vear’s contract price. In such Mary- 
land counties as Wicomico, Worcester, Caroline and 
Harford canners are offering all the way from $5.50 
to $7 per ton for tomatoes. This niay be compared 
with $6.50 to $7 last year. Very few packers, how- 
ever, are bidding as high as they did a year ago. In 
Harford and Caroline they are offering to contract 
corn at close to $8 per ton, compared with $9 and $1o 
last year. 

Last season many canners in New Jersey gave $7 
to $8 for tomatoes, and $10 for corn. They are now 
talking lower prices on tomatoes. In Kent county, 
Del., $6 is mentioned as probable price for tomatoes, 
this being $1 per ton less than last vear. Some can- 
ners in that state offer 50 cents more per ton when 
erowers are willing to wait until December 15 for 
their money instead of demanding it upon delivery. 

In the Empire state, which is a leading factor in 
the production of sugar corn, ranking fourth in 1904, 
with an output of 1,600,000 cases, canners are frank 
to acknowledge they must pay good prices in order 
to encourage farmers to devote sufficient acreage to 
vegetables. One big operator in Chautauqua county 
writes American Agriculturist as follows: “Owing 
to competition and four years of peor crops, which 
have discouraged the farmer and made him indifferent 
to planting sweet corn, we are compelled to pay high 
prices. For this reason we have had to abandon 
the practice of securing supplies on the average plan, 
which we were able to do prior to 1904. Now we 
must take the corn just as it grows. We are glad to 
report that on al! the principal canning vegetable 
seeds for 1005 our advices indicate the supply is am- 
ple, and the outlook more encouraging.” 

Another big packer in Oneida county says that pre- 
vailing prices for sugar corn in the Empire state are 
much higher than those in the south and west, and it 
is very hard, except in the matter of quality, for New 
York state packers to compete with the latter sections. 

Canners in such counties as Oneida, Madison and 
Onondaga are offering prices for Evergreen in the 
husk equivalent to $10.50 per ton. For Crosby and 
Country Gentleman, prices average $12.75 per ton. 
In some of the principal canning counties packers are 
offering $14 per ton for husked corn; in others $10 for 
corn in the field. One operator in Cattaraugus county 
says that in order to secure the acreage necessary still 
higher prices may have to be given in his part of the 
state for corn this vear. In Oneida, $60 per ton is 
being offered for string beans. The general range on 
peas in the state is from $1.75 to $2.25 per 100 pounds, 
shelled. This includes all varieties. 

In Maine and Vermont, which together turned out 


nearly 800,000 cases of corn last year, advices indi- 
cate about the same prices will be given growers for 
the raw product during the coming season as were 


paid in 1904. Reports from principal canners in 
Somerset, Franklin and Cumberland counties, Me., 
say they will offer 2 cents per pound for corn cut from 
the cob, equivalent to $40 per ton. The same bids 
were accorded last year. 

Some packers are announcing they will pay $8 per 


ton for squash, $3 for pumpkins, and 1% cents per 
pound for string beans. Apples are generally pot 
contracted ahead, although this is an important cap. 
ning crop in the Pine Tree state. 

Indiana is the second largest tomato canning state 
in the United States, being exceeded only by Mary- 
land. There is a tendency among Indiana canners 
to bid lower prices on tomato contracts, but inas- 
much as this is not general, there is hope that the 
unwilling ones will swing around before the season 
is much further advanced. 

Ohio canners are offering prices varying but little 
from those current in Indiana. In Tuscarawas county 
$7 is offered for corn and 20 to 25 cents per bushel 
for tomatoes. There is a likelihood that pumpkins 
will be taken at $3 to $3.50 per ton, although few 
packers have announced prices on this crop.—Amer- 
‘can Agriculturist. 





A Retailer’s Views of Food Legislation. 

A retail grocer in a Northwestern state expresses 
the following views concerning food legislation: 

“I believe that the intent of the pure food laws 
might be summed up in two short paragraphs as fol- 
lows: 

‘To prevent the manufacture, sale and consumption 
of food products deleterious to health. 

“To let the consumers know what they are purchas- 
ing and to give them means of knowing they are re- 
ceiving what they pay for. 

“The successful administration of any statute with- 
out a penalty for violation would be impossible. The 
person or persons who would be tempted to violate a 
certain law must understand that there is a_ penalty 
attachment, or it cannot command their respect.” — 





Michigan Leads in Bean Production. 

“Michigan has outstripped New York and become 
the greatest bean-producing state in the Union,”’ said 
President G. F. Allmendinger of the Michigan Bean 
Jobbers’ Association. “The crop of 1904 amounted 
to 4,000,000 bushels, which would bring $6,000,000. 
However, this year one-sixth of this will have to be 
wasted in culls. The Bean Jobbers’ Association has 
succeeded in educating farnters to feed cull beans to 
their stock, and I think the result will soon be mani- 
fest on the market. Beans are worth three times as 
much as corn for pig feed, and there was no use sell- 
ing them to the detriment of our first-grade product.”

California Pure Food Bill. 


A bill has been introduced in the California legisla- 
ture delegating power to the State Board of Health 
to enforce the acts proscribing imitation or adulteration 
of honey or olive oil. The bill also provides that, with 
the approval of the governor, the State Board of 
Health may appoint a competent chemist for the pur- 
pose of analysis of food supplies collected by an offi- 
cial food inspector. The chemical expert is to main- 
tain his headquarters at the state university. 

Provision is also made for the appointment of 
deputy inspectors, and finally the State Board of 
Health is given power to employ an attorney, whose 
duty it shall be to prosecute all persons found guilty of 
adulteration of the articles named in the bill. 

The penalty for infraction of the proposed law is 
fixed at a fine of not less than $100 nor more than 
$500. The bill provides for the appropriation of $10, 
900 to enable the State Board of Health to enforce the 
proposed law. 
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Foreign Markets for American Canned and 
Dried Fruits. 
Mexico—La Paz. 
(FROM UNITED STATES VICE CONSUL VIOSCA, LA PAZ, 
MEXICO. ) 

Canned fruits are imported in very limited quanti- 
ties, as the duties are excessively high, amounting to 
75 cents Mexican per kilogram (2.2 pounds), includ- 
ing the weight of the can, plus 10% per cent addi- 
tional duties. 

Considering the limited population, there does not 
seem to be any way to increase this trade within this 
district.

\ll classes of American fruits find sale in this part 
of Mexico and are generally appreciated by the bet- 
ter class of consumers. American canned goods are 
found in almost every grocery house in northern 
Mexico and are generally considered the best of any 
canned goods brought to the country. The sale of 
dried and evaporated fruits is considerable. | think, 
however, such fruits are principally purchased by 
Americans who live here in the country. Several can- 
ning factories have been established in this Republic, 
and it is very likely that more such factories will be 
established in the near future, as | am informed that 
they are paying properties. 

Mexico is rapidly becoming a protectionist country 
and affords practical protection to nearly all of her 
industries which spring up. The duty upon canned 
goods and other sorts of fruits is considerable, and 
by establishing factories this side of the line and can- 
ning Mexican fruits the heavy duty is saved to the 
consumer. For this reason, if for no other, I do not 
believe there will be any very great increase in the 
sale of American fruits in Mexico. Large quantities 
of green fruits, such as oranges, are being shipped to 
the United States, and this country is destined to be- 
come a great fruit country. 

Such fruits as are brought here from abroad are 
generally purchased from the wholesale houses in the 
United States by the principal grocery companies do- 
ing business in this country.

American fruits, either dried, evaporated, or pre- 
served, are sold in this consular district to some ex- 
tent. The consumption is on the increase and could 
be made a great deal larger by some efforts on the 
part of the American exporter, and in furthering this 
increase I would recommend that nothing but the 
first-class quality be shipped here. The cost of trans- 
portation, as well as the customs duty, being the same 
on the best quality as it is on the poorer, it is to the 
best advantage to have the consumer satisfied with 
what he buys, even if he has to pay a trifle more.

ticity in their trade methods toward the conservative 
Mexicans the volume of trade in this direction would 
be even greater than it is. 

\lthough the present method of packing is passable, 
all commodities destined for table use, such as fruits 
and preserves, should be neatly, attractively, and care- 
fully put up, and packed to give an appetizing ap- 
pearance. The appearance of the package has much 
to do with selling merchandise in Mexico. In the pur- 
chase of canned fruits a certain amount of confidence 
has to be placed in the good faith of the canner, as 
the buyer has no opportunity before purchasing of 
judging for himself as to the excellence of the article. 

Almost all the purchases of fruits, either dried, 
evaporated, or preserved, are made direct from Cali- 
fornia, but the trade is somewhat restricted owing to 
the small amount of stock carried by local dealers and 
the long delay occasioned in obtaining a fresh supply. 
If one of the large fruit concerns in the United States 
would establish a depot here in this city, with a large 
assortment always on hand to supply this city, as well 
as the surrounding towns, a large and profitable busi- 
ness could be built up. 

The local market for good dried peaches, figs, 
prunes, apples, pears, and apricots, as well as for pre- 
served fruits, is an excellent one.

Up to within about five years the importations of 
American canned fruits were of considerable size and 
were fast driving out French goods in this district, 
when fruit-canning companies were formed to operate 
factories in Guadalajara, Jalisco; Lerdo, Chihuahua; 
Parras, Coahuila, and other places, and soon com- 
menced operation. 

Located as they are in sections where peaches, pears, 
apples, etc., grow abundantly, and protected as they 
are against foreign competition by a heavy duty, these 
factories have increased their output and so improved 
the quality of their goods that neither American nor 
French goods are offered for sale in the local stores, 
and as long as the present tariff is maintained I see 
no opportunity for importations of the American ar- 
ticle.
